Nationwide, consolidated (volume . in 
NYSE-listed issues, including trades in those 
stocks on regional exchanges and in the over- 
the-counter market,- totaled 270.06 mjtlibn 
shares.

On the domestic front, the Commerce De- ' 
paitment reported that the index of leading 
economic indicators rose 0.

If the FCC approves Apple's petition - which could take 
yeari - then the cables and connectors that arc now the 
backbo ne of a typical office computer network could- be' 
eliminated.

You may correct either problem 
by filing a new Form W-4 with 
your employer. This form, with its

«* That still left a deduction avail- 
able to the largest portion of the 
work force - all workers not cov- 
crcd J>y. a company ^pension plus 
covered single people with adjusted, 
gross, income under $35,000 and 
couples under $50,000. 

However, the 1986 law. made 
IRAs less nttractivcto iriufly work- 
ers by. sharply cutting the number 

of income-tax rates. That, reduced 

the likelihood that a worker’s ta* 
bracket - and 'thus the tax on an 
IRA withdrawal - y/ould drop sig- 
nificantly when he or she retired. 

A worker who qualifies for a full 
deduction may put into an IRA up 
, to 100 percent of 1990 wages or 
" ‘"’$2,000, whichever is smaller. A 
limited account known as a spousal 
[RA is available for a non-caming 
spouse. In cither case, no tax is paid 
on the deposit or interest it cams 


until withdrawn at age 59H o tjatcr . 

Even if you don’t qualify for a 
deductible IRA, you still may make 
a non-deductible contribution. The 
nnmml limits are the same as for a 
deductible IRA. And, as with any 
other IRA, interest earned oa a non- 
deductible account is tax-deferred 
until withdrawn. .

. You must' file a Form 8606 with
